Tlie people every where m llils sec- 
tion of the State were shocked ai.d 
^rieved last F; iday morriiiit; when t he 
news was riiculaled that ludire Mike 
C. Saiillej', iiad died suddei Iv at his 
iiome in Stanford. Ky. lie had appar- 
(^nlly been in better health than as 
iial and was able to preside over the 
(^ourt in his district with less fatigue 
than during his term of Circuit Judge 
six years previous. However we learn 
from those who were iotunateiy asso- 
ciated with him that he waaeomtant- 
ly dejaemeaan aceonnt of the death 
of biaaan. the late Ban. Gaotia B. 
Saofley, who died aonw maniha ago. 
He was pasaienately devoted lohia son 
George, who waa the mide of the 
fathers iieart. 

Judge Sautley, at the request of his 
wife went Dut in the cldcken yard 
about S:30 o'clock t'j feed tlie chiekens 
and a few minutes later his body was 
found still warm, he having died of 
heart disease. 

He was sixl y eight years of age, was 
born in Wayne County, entered the 
Confederate a.my when but nineteen 
years of age, and served as Frst Lieu- 
tenant utider Gen. John H. Morgan, 
being captured and taapiMoned at 
Jobosiwi's island. 

The war over, be came to Lincoln 
conntf , and aooa afterward BMrried 
MimSallla Bowaa, of XeMhrnviile, 
Teas., whom be had nmt darioff the 
war. She was the daughter of a dls- 
lingui.shed lawyer iif that State. S. D. 
R jwan, and a great granddaugliter of 
Guv. Caswell, the tot GoaeiBor of 
Jforth Carolina. 

Judkfe Sautley prepared for tlie bar, 
his life work, at tiie Louisville Law 
■Jcdrnol, and quickly forger! to the front 
of his proi'essiitn. He was an uncom- 
promising Democrat of the old school. 

was electid County Judge of Lin- 
coin county in 1870^ and served till 
1874. lo ISSObewaaanrnmbaref the 
eleetoffal eoitege from the Bghth dis- 
iricLand ■ up p er ttd Gen. BaneodL 
In 1888 he WM appointed hv Prarident 
(trover Clevelsad AaaocUte Jnatiee of 
Supreme Oonrt of Wyomiair, and re- 
mained there antU that Territory be- 
came a State. His experiences io tbe 
W'es>t were somewhat peculiar and 
'iften extremtlv interesting ard excit- 
ing, andcallcd inlo piay his resource- 
ful ability as well asspleudid legal at- 
tainments. 

At one time, vrith revolver in banc^, 
he held iu check a mob which bad de- 
t^ermined to take the law into its own 
handa and aeenre a priaoner aocnaed of 
criam; bnt Judge Sanfley, inn and 
fearlem hi defeaae of Jnatiee and righ t 
•sueeeeded ta avertiair what would 
hare been a criminal proceeding on 
tbe part of tbe mob. 

Returning to bis home here in Ken- 
tucky, he was soon after elevated to 
the circuit bench in 1892. He was 
considered one of the most gifted 
orators in Kentucky, and bis opinions 
were always lucid and scholarly, and 
were rarely reversed by the higher 
conrta. 

In 1888 Jndge Oanfley was defeated 
for lodge of the old Superior Court 
under the old Constitution, after an 
exciting convention, by Judge Bar- 
bour. He was re-elected to the bench 
bere, however, but was defeated for 
renomioatlon for a third term by tbe 
late Judge W. Con Bell, of Mercer, 
who was recently killed in a 
wreck at Seattle. Judge Saufley then 
made tbe race for Judge of tbe Court 
of Appeals in tbe Fifth Appelate dis- 
trict, but Judge James E. Cantrill 
won. Judge Bell's term expiring. 
Judge Saufle? again stood for tbe cir- 
cuit judgeship, won tbe Democratic 
nomination, carrying all tbe counties 
of tbe di&tiict over bia opponent, and 
then won in the generaU election if 
ibe lameat msjurtty ever iriven a Dem- 
ocrat in IMadiBtnet. Bis third term 
had Jnst began, and he seeaMd in fine 
foraa to fl i1* it out and fU atiU fur- 
ther honors. In faet, ^ndga Sanfley 
was f requentlf mentioned aa a eacdi- 
date for the Democratic nomination 
for Governor of tbe State during tbe 
e rlydaysof this year. He gave up 
all 1 iea of entering tlie race, however, 
when bis son, Qeei«a8Miay, #ad in 
March 

Besides bis wife. Judge Saufley is 
survived by six diildreo, oat of eight 
whom he -ralaed. TlM»e nwimg are 
Mia. T. 8 Webb. Jr.. of Kmnrllle, 
Tenn.; Mrs. Geecge L Penny, of Stan- 
ford, and Jlia. S. M . Logan, of WH- 
more; B. SowanSaniey. of Stanford;

To Get Best and Quickest Results Ap- 
ple Tree Should Be Seven Years 




The eoammn BMoed of proning ap- 
ple treee Is to ttia ont tte top and 
csnter ef tte bree to let hi the saa- 
Bhiae and air. All the small feeble- 
looking limbs and fruit spurs are care- 
fully cut out of the center until the 
limbs left to form the tree have for 
the first three er foor feet a clean, 
bare, hoop-pole appearance, with no 
bearing wood in the center of the 
tree, writes J. C. B. Heaton, in Farm- 
ers' Review. 

To get the l)est and quickest results 
an apple tree should have no priuiiug 
until five to seven years old. except 
taking out sap-eproots aad cutting 
bade the long Umbs to indaoe a short 
gMwth. At ahont the age of 
thoroagb, sys- 
be givea. cut- 
ting ont only Umbo thiee foartlis of an 
inch and up in diameter, leaving 
enough of the larger limbs to form 
the head or top of the tree. All small 
straggly Umbs of feeble growth and 
all fruit spurs, especially in the cen- 
ter of the tree, should be left. These 
are the limbs and spurs that will bear 
the first crop of fruit. If once removed 
these fruit limbs and spurs are never 
renewed, but their place is filled with 
sap sprouts that are an everlasting 
nuisance and liave to be removed 
yearly. Whenever you remove fruit 
limbs, wldA are always of a feeble 
growth, or "fTalt spars from young 
mch from

into a bearing 
he tnds great vacant 
placfin four to six feet in diameter in 
dw center of nearly every tree that 
never has and never will produce an 
apple. This vacancy is where the 
first two or three crops of apples 
should be grown and such cutting out 
delays the bearing period two or three 
years. Every one attempting to prune 
a young orchard should know that it 
takes a thrifty, vigorous growing 
young tree three to five years to de- 
velop a fruit bud. Without such 
knowledge he cannot appreciate the 
vaiae e( trait spurs and limbs that 
show a tmdwiey to early fruiting.

At no tim*^' Is the skimnillk in a 
better condiiion to make the most of 
i.t than when it is fresh and sweet 
just from the separator. 

With a good supply of straw for 
bedding much good manure can be 
made every year, and manure is the 
very life and sneeess of a turn. 

If your fruit needs thinning and 
yon have not already thinned it. do 
it at once. It is better to thUi late 
than to run the risk e( Injuring tbe 

trees. 

Priino blaekberrif 3 and ras;>b'^rri''s. 
Tut baek the s and remove all 

dead plants. This will g.eatly re- 
juvenate the plants and cBuse fmltful- 
ness next year. 

Keep the weeds down. A garden ftdl 
of weeds Is no indor s e m ent for yon as 
a huslMuidmaa. • Late cidtlvatiaa to 
necessary, for weeds are not retarded 
by the summer sun. 

If the flower garden crops are not 

making due progress stimulate them 
with nitrate o£ soda. A te.>:poonful 
worked into the soil about a dalilla 
is about the correct pn^MMrtiOB. 

If the grass on the entire lawn 
seems sickly and does not make a 
good growth, it may be that the soil 
is sour. In such case give the entire 
lawn a dressbig of lime to sweetea 
the soil. 

As thtre is no inoixji tion beiween 
ei. .al things, yorr farm, to be pro- 
portionally beautiful, should be made 
up of unequals. Unequal fields, un- 
equal garden beds, unequal buildings, 
unequal rooms, and so am. 

Dont bund a laige bouse, lay ex- 
tensive yards, aad then IIII them with 
expensive fowls until you have given 
tbe business a fair trial on a less 
elaborate scale. Practical experience 
is a valuable asset In ^trfitaMe poul- 
try rai.'^ing. 

Kill the weeds in the corn and pota- 
toes. Weeds take up nioi.suire the 
.'■ro!)s need and prevt iit the eirc.ilation 
of air. thus encouiaging the spread of 
V)lant diseases. Th< y shatl^ the ground 
•md k» I p the soil from absorbing heat 
—an important factor in com growth. 

Theoretically one would think that 
the work horse ought to rest at ai^ 
instead of being obliged to graae for 
several hours during the natural rest- 
ing period, but practically the effect 
of tbe grazing and the nifl^t exercise 
Is conducive to the very best kind ef 
health and thrift. 

Everj' farmer knows that sheep will 
make better gains in flesh on a dry 
clever hay ration, with the same 
amount of grain, than any other kind 
of farm live stock. The reason for this 
is that sheep consume a larger p<Hrtion 
of the leaves of the elover hay and not 
so mndl of the ooarse^ woody
